MANNINGTON, W.Va. (AP) - 
Although termed a dangerous 
move, tons of big limestone 
chunks were dropped down two 
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air shafts today in another effort 
to fight the flames trapping 78 
men in a coal mine. 
The roaring fire has defied all 
efforts to bring it under control 
since a series of explosions ign- 
nited it before dawn Wednesday 
and trapped the men. The other 
21 m iners working the midnight 
shift managed to get to the sur - 
face or were pulled from air 
shafts. 
There has been no word from 
the 78 since the first of the ex­ 
plosions which apparently shat­ 
tered the internal communica­ 
tions of Mountaineer Coal Co. 
No. 9 mine. Mine officials hold 
little hope 
that the men are 
alive. 
The decision to fill the two 
shafts with the limestone blocks 
came Friday night. John Rob­ 
e rts, a public relations official 
of Consolidation Coal Co. Moun­ 
taineer's parent firm , said the 
operation could take hours and 


would be an "extrem ely danger­ 
o us" task. 
"They'll be going out like bul­ 
le ts," Roberts 
said, if mine 
pressures 
blow out the big 
blocks. 
W orkers finished dumping the 
1,000 tons of limestone down the 
air shafts at 3 a.m. today.

earlier they did not want to risk

Policy resolutions concerning 
most of agriculture's 
major 


problems have been adopted by 
the statewide California Farm 
Bureau Federation's House of 
Delegates, -which represents the 
state's 
53 
county Farm 


Bureaus. 
Two full days of 50th annual 
meeting sessions in Fresno 
were devoted to consideration 
of recommendations from the 
Federation's Resolutions Com- 
mittee, which was chaired by 
First Vice President Fred He- 
rlnger, before the policies were 
adopted which will guide Farm 
Bureau in CaJiforn'a during the 
next 12 months. 


In addition, a number of rec- 
ommendations on national mat- 
ters were submitted to the 
American 
Farm 
Bureau for 


possible action at its annual 
meeting in Kansas City, Mo., 
Dec. 8-12. These covered in- 
come taxes, the U. S,, Postal 
Service, the National Wool Act, 
and others. 
Agricultural labor legislation 


provoked some of the hottest 


discussion at the Fresno meet- 
ing. Other issues on which ac- 
tions were taken included the 
boycotting of farm produrts, 
the 160-acre limitation law, 
air pollution, border quaran- 
tine stations, government fi- 
nance, welfare expenditures, 
and many others. 


In a resolution on the boycott 


situation, Farm Bureau said, 
"We oppose boycotts of agri- 
cultural products and will use 
all resources available to pre- 
sent to the public the true 
facts to expose this type of 
irresponsible activity." 
The delegates faupportedwork- 
able national agricultural la- 
bor legislation having as its 
objective "the settlement ofla- 
bor disputes between the farm 
employer and his employes or 
their authorized representa- 
tives only.'* But such legisla- 
tion, the delegates said, "should 
establish a separate function 
in national government" which 
would recognize that there are 
unique conditions in agriculture 
very different from those pre- 


vailing in industry.

groups dealing with farm labor. 
They 
supported a minimum

\V \SHINGTON —Several of my 
editors have been complaining 
that 1 should have wi itten the ac - 
count of Mr. Nixon's psycho- 
therapeutic treatments in the 
column before the election, not 
suen it after the election at the 
National Press Club.

It 
had not moved on the wire and 
the kill was in no way prompt- 
ed by a telegram which Klein 
sent one day later to several 
hundred of my editors denying 
what he called a Pearson story 
about Nixon's "health." Klein's 
ambiguous telegram may have 
encouraged more research into 
Nixon's mental health, because 
several newspaper editors tele- 
phoned me about it. 


It seemed to me strange that 


Nixon should go all the way to 
New York to consult a well- 
known Park Avenue psychother- 
apy specialist concerning his 
internal medical problems when 
some of the best internists in 
the United States are located 
at Walter Reed Hospital and 
Bethesda Naval Hospital where 
Nixon as Vice President could 
have had their services on the 
cuff. Perhaps I was derelict, 
but at that time I did not pursue 
the matter further. 


Subsequently, 
and toward the 


very end of the campaign, furth- 
er information came to my at- 
tention that Dr. Hutschnecker 
had told friends he received a 
telephone call from Nixon's of- 
fice between my morning call 
and my 4 p.m. call on Oct. 29, 
which had led him to change his 
earlier statement to me. 


NIXON NERVES 


We also learned from one of 
Dr. Hutschnecker's friends that 
he had definitely been concern- 
ed about Nixon's reaction under 
pressure, second, that he had 
received a call from Mr. Nixon 
in 1960 requesting him to come 
to Washington for consultation. 
According to the dates given me 
by Hutschnecker, this was long 
after he claimed to have stop- 
ped treating Nixon. 


In addition, I was told by Dr. 
Hutschnecker's 
r e c e p t i o n - 


ist that she had handlpd a call 
from Nixon as late as 1961. 
She informed me that at that 
time, and for three preceding 
summers when she had been 
Dr. Hutschnecker's reception- 
ist, his patients had been given 
50-minute appointments each, 
which indicated psychotherape- 
utlc treatment. Furthermore, 
Hutschnecker's book, "TheWill 
to Live," on psychotherapeu- 
tic problems, was copyright- 
ed in 1951, yet the doctor says 
he was practicing internal me- 
dicine m regard to Nixon in 
1953-56. 
Some of this information I 
admit, was learned during the 
closing days of the campaign, 
and I could have published it 
at the last minute. But, as I 
explained at the Press Club 
luncheon, I decided it was un- 
fair to use it so late. It was one 
of those difficult decisions a 
newspaperman has to make. 
Perhaps, as I told the Press 
Club, I was cowardly. 


However, now that the hectic 
rush of the campaign is over, 
I continue to be convinced that 
a President or candidate for 


less and less aware of the ap-

None of our holi­ 
days Is more truly American 
tor it represents the heartfelt 
Joy of our founders after survti* 
ing the tremendous perils oC 
their first year in a new land. 
That first Thanksgiving was a 
giant stepping-stone of the Am­ 
erican spirit, and that is what

We also learned from one of 
Dr. Hutschnecker’s friends that 
he had definitely been concern­ 
ed about Nixon’s reaction under 
pressure; second, that he had 
received a call from Mr. Nixon 
in 1960 requesting him to come 
to Washington for consultation. 
According to the dates given me 
by Hutschnecker, this was long 
after he claimed to have stop­ 
ped treating Nixon. 
In addition,, I was told by Dr. 
Hutschnecker’s 
r e c e p t i o n ­ 
ist that she had handled a call 
from Nixon as late as 1961. 
She informed me that at that 
time, and for three preceding 
summers when she had been 
Dr. Hutschnecker's reception­ 
ist, his patients had been given 
50-minute appointments each, 
which indicated psychotherape­ 
utic treatment. Furthermore, 
Hutschnecker’s book, “TheWill 
to Live," on psychotherapeu­ 
tic problems, was copyright­ 
ed in 1951; yet the doctor says 
he was practicing Internal me­ 
dicine in regard to Nixon in 
1953-56. 
Some of this information I 
admit, was learned during the 
closing days of the campaign, 
and I could have published it 
at the last minute. But, as I 
explained at the Press flub 
luncheon, I decided it was un­ 
fair to use it so late. It was one 
of those difficult decisions a 
newspaperman has to make. 
Perhaps, as I told the Press 
Club, I was cowardly. 
However, now that the hectic 
rush of the campaign Is over, 
I continue to be convinced that 
a President or candidate for

health, mental or otherwise, 
just as Dwight D. Eisenhower 
did after his heart attack; and 
that there should be no cover­ 
ing ig> of the facts or blatant 
denials such as Issued by Ron
